uot to be driven by any calamity 
from the path of Strong, orderly, 
popular liberty, which, as a nation, 
we have thus far safely trod. 

Yet, in spite of this great disaster, 
it is nevertheless true that unpeople 
on earth iiavc such abundant cause 

for thanksgiving as we have. The 

past year, in particular, has been 
one of peace and plenty. We have 
prospered in things material, and 

have been able to work for our up 
lifting in Ihinys intellectual and 
spiritual. Let us remember that, 
as much has been given us, much 
will be expected from us. and that 
Irue homai'.e comes from the heart 
ill as fro.

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If we look closely at a silver 
dollar coined since 1865, we will 
(ind the words "In God we trust" 
a little above the eagle's beak, 

In 1861 Secretary Chase then 
Secletary of the Treasury of |he 
railed States, received a letter 
from a gentleman in Pennsylvania 
Calling his attention to the lacl 
that if this nation should suddenly 
pass out of existence and only its 
coins remain, there would i> 
thing to intimate that il had b 
Christian nation. 

Mr. Chase was deeply impre 
and wrote to Ihe director of t he 
mint at Philadelphia, where the 
coinage of the United Stat 
made, saying " No nation can be 
Strong except in Ihe strength of 
God, 01* except in His defense. The 
trust of our people in (iod should 
be declared on our national coins. " 
IVS the dtreCtOI of the mint 
instructions to have a device prepar- 
ed at once, with a motto that would 
express tho nation's recognition of 
Cod. 

It was then discovered that this 
could not be done without the 
consent of Congress, for a law had 
been passed in 1837 which decided 
what devices could be placed upon

Thomas W. Brown died at St. 
Mary's Hospital, Brooklyn, on 
Thursday, November i ith, and was 
burled In Calvary Cemetery, on 
Saturday afternoon. He had been 
ailing »i Intervals since he had an 
attach of La Grippe two years ago, 
hni tbe trouble which caused Ms 

death (lid mciI develop until last 
summer. It was wrongly diagnos- 
ed as asthma, and he and his 
friends believed it to lie that din 
tresslng but not dnntterous disease 
until a day or two preceding his 
death, when the doctor! at Si 
Mary's Hospital found the (rouble 
to be at or near the heart, lie 

was then tOO weak to stand an 
operation, even if our could have 
been successfully performed 

Thomas \V . BrOWO was born Au- 
gust 10th, L853 lie became deaf 
at the age of sixteen years, from 
typhus fever, the disease also stop- 
piny t he growth of one of his legs 

He was entered as a pupil at the 

New York Institution on December 

15th, 1875, and remained at thai 

school for live yean, leaving in 
October, 1880. His teacher was 
Prof. K II. Currier, now Principal 
of the Institution. 

After leaving school, he got work 
as tailor, with " Nicol, the Tailor," 
but did not continue at the busi 
ness for more than a year, as be 
Complained that it injured his leg. 
He was lame, one leg being about 
six inches shorter and correspond 
ingly smaller than the other. Next 
he got a place as package wrapper 
with R, II Macy A Co., and was 
married to a bearing girl whom he 
became acquainted with while 

there. She was beautiful but 

fickle, and after a year or more 

of unhappy marital life, his troubles 

culminated by ber desertion of his 

home. fears after she died, and 

Mr. Brown was attain married to a 

deaf in ul e lady of Brooklyn, a gru 
duate of tbe Henry Sinei (Brook- 
lyn) branch of the Ford ham Insli 
1 ut ion. She anil three children 
the oldest a boy of ten years sur 
vive him. Messrs. E. A. Hodgson 
ami Thomas K. h'ox went to Brook- 
lyn at the hour appointed for his 
funeral, but although they were 
there ton minutes before the lime 
specified, the remains had been 
taken to Calvary. They could 
only leave their written sympathy 
for Mrs. Brown. Mr Theodore 
I. LOUIlSbury reached Mr. I'.r .wn's 
late home just as the two above 
mentioned Were leaving, and was 

much disappointed at being too 

late. Who was responsible for 

having the funeral start earlier 

than announced, could not be dis- 

oovered, 

In all New York possibly in all 
the United Stales there was no 
more unique ami interest in^ per 

tonality among the deaf than that 
of Thomas W. Brown. He was 
possessed of a high intelligence, 
had a glib tongue and an • 

manner, hul alrove all— and a trait 

that won for him hosts of friend 
was his square dealing. Ills word 
was his bond, and he never went 
back on it, no matter what th« 
CriflcS in order to fulfill his prom 

His vocation since lea 
Macy A < 'o , was that of advertis- 
ing solicitor, and in that busi- 
ness he was a great, success. 

Through his work, the Gallaudel 
Home, the Guilds and societies of 
the Deaf have profited to a consi- 
derable extent, for it. was ah- 
"Tom Brown "who was called in
